Arch Exacted to Memory of Penn- 


sylvania Veterans Dedicated 


Tuesday Afternoon. 


A great hos>t of Pennsylvania Vet- 


erans, thousands of them, have taken [ 
possession of the old town of Gettys- 
burg, the town they helped to make 
immortal in the turning of the flood 
tide of Civil War 
The hotels, board- 


ing houses and homes of the town are 
simply crowded with these veterans. 
Among them are the Pennsylvania 
veterans.who rushed to the front un- 
der that great Pennsylvania General 
John F. Reynolds and helped to stem 
the tide on the First Bay, holding it 
in check against overwhelming num- 
bers for hours. Pennsylvania Veterans 
who under the gallant Pennsylvaniau, 
Gen. W. 8. Hancock, helped to seize 
and fortify the impregnable line of 
battle. Pennsylvania Veterans who 
fought like tigers in the whirpool of 
the fight in defense of the advance po- 
sition of the Third Corps. Pennsyl- 
vania Veterans who under Gen. John 
W. Geary helped to save the right 
flank ot the Union line at Culp's Hill. 
Pennsylvania Veterans who under the 
great Pennsylvania Cavalry leaders, 
Gens. Pleasanton and Gregg, helped 
to hold in check and defeat the flower 
of the Southern horse under Stuart, 
Hampton and L.ee and thereby saved 
the Union forces from being cut in 
two. Pennsylvania Veterans who at 
the Bloody Angle bore the brunt of 
that great spectacular charge 
of 


Pickett. 
And these Pennsylvania 


Veterans who struggled on their na- 
tive soil under the command of that 
great Pennsylvania chieftain, Gen. 
George Gordon Meade. are the special 
guests of Gettysburg this week and 
they are royally welcome to their own. 


These Pennsylvania Veterans have 


come to dedicate the Memorial, the 
great Keystone Commonwealth has 
authorized in honor of her sons. 


Description of Monument. 


This memorial, a Triumphant Arch, 


is located at the junction of Hancock 


"-•«»*" PttiWHton Avcnuea on the battle- 


field, fully a half mile south of the 
borough limits and is one of the most 
imposing structures on the field. It 
was sculptured by Samuel Murray, of 
Philadelphia. 
A. Lance Cottrell, of 


New York was the architect, and the 
veteran, James G. Mitchell, of Phila- 
delphia, the supervisor. It cost $150,- 
000. 


Surrounding the arch, four acres 


have been set aside as Pennsylvania 
Park. This park is one of the most 
conspicuous parts of the field. 


The arch was constructed of white 


North Carolina granite. Every detail 
of work upon it was done at the Mt. 
Airy, North Carolina quairy, even to 
the carving of the most delicate fig- 
ures. 


The monument proper surmounts a 


parapet 84 feet square, tnis parapet 
being inclosed by a stone coping. In 
the niches in this coping bronze tab- 
lets are placed, each being an inscrip- 
tion of one character or another bear- 
ing upon the fight. 


The monument is 69 feet high and 


40 feet square. 
It is built in the form 


of a hollow square, a high arch open- 
ing from each of the four sides. These 
arches are topped by huge reliefs, 
which are a feature of the massive 
work. The structure is topped by a 
dome, on which is perched a figure 
symbolizing victory. 
It is signifi- 


cant that this figure is of iron, 
cast from the cannons which were 
used in the war—not necessarily those 
from Gettysburg; it is understood 
that they were collected from several 
battlefields. 


This piece of statuary is 21 feet high 


and weighs 7,500 pounds. 
It is the 


figure of a woman, whose right hand 
incloses a sword, and the left a palm 
leaf.

The space around the base of the 


memorial is filled with inscriptions, 
Following is the dedication, cut in the 
granite itself: "The Commonwealth 
of Pennsylvania, in honor of her sons 
who on this field fought for the pres- 
ervation of the Union, July 1, 2, 3, 
1883." 


On another slab, also cut in granite, 


IB a record of the commands engaged 
in the conflict. 
It reads; "Pennsyl- 


vania at Gettysburg; 69 regiments in- 
fantry, nine regiments cavalry, seven 
batteries artillery. Total present, 34,- 
530. 
Killed and mortally wounded, 


1182, 
Wounded, 3177. Missing, 860. 


Total, 5219." 


There are also recorded the names 


of the 34 general officers who com- 
manded during the engagement. The 
list is headed with the name ot Gen- 
eral Meade, and includes the following 
in order: Reynolds, Hancock, Gregg, 
Birney, Geary, Humphreys, Hayes. 
Crawford, Rowley, Pleaeanton, Gib- 


There is a bronze tablet for each 


command, giving the names of the in- 
dividual members of the command. 


A bronze plate contains Lincoln's 


Gettysburg speech. 


An unusual tablet is one designed as 


a tribute to the mothers, sisters and 
wives of the soldier*. 


The relief" above the arches are of 


especial delicacy and beauty. 
The 


one looking west represents an infant- 
ry fight and is designed to represent 
the engagement at MvPhereon'e barn, 
near where Reynold^ fell. 
Above 


the north arch an artillerv company 
is represented going into action. The 
one looking south shows a cavalry 
charge, and on the east General War- 
ren's signal corps is seen on Round 
Top. 


Each ot the pillars supporting the 


dome is solid, excepting one, which 
contains a spiral staircase l«admg to 
an observation chamber, from which 
the entire battlefield can be viewed to 
good advantage. 


Extensive preparations have been 


made for the dedication 
ceremony. 


A speaker and guest stand has been 
erected near the Arch to seat 800 peo- 
ple and benches have been made to 
accommodate 6,000 soldiers and every 
seat and bench was occupied and an 
immense throng of thousands upon 
thousands of people surrounded these 
Pennsylvania Veterans when the ex- 
ercises opened on Tuesday afternoon. 


The exercises opened with music by 


the Scotland Orphans' Home Band, 
and then prayer was offered by Rev. 
Dr. M. B. Riddle of Pittsburg, one of 
the eminent divines of that city and 
who has been connected with the 
Western Theological Seminary for 
years. 


General Henry B. Huidekoper, Pres- 


ident of the Gettysburg Battlefield 
Memorial Commission in charge of the 
erection of the Arch, then made the 
address to Governor Kdwin 3- Stuart, 
tendering him on behalf of the Com- 
mission tne monument. 


Address of Gen. Huidekoper. 
Since you appointed the Commission 


to build for the Commonwealth of 
Pennsylvania a Memorial to her sol- 
diers who fought on this ground, two 
of its members have crossed the broad 
river to the other shore, the last one 
the able and beloved chairman of this 
commission, who was the^aoul and the 
inspiration of much that is best of this 
tribute to our brave comrades. 
Thus 


warned that life is uncertain and that 
death must soon claim all survivors 
of our great war, your Commission 
thought that before the storms of an- 
other winter should further thin their 
ranks, it would be expedient to ask 
you and them to meet with us here, 
this autumn, to view our work, and see 
how well, or how poorly, we have done 
that which you committed to our 
charge. 


If what we have done merits your 


good opinion, we beg that the seal of 


t the 
lug* 


of Pennsylvania's five major-generals 
—Meade, Reynolds, Hancock, Pleans- 
anton and Birney, and the eighth 
niche with the statue of an officer, who 
on July 3, 1863, acted as major-gener- 
al, on the fields of the Rummel Farm, 
yonder, four miles eastward, in a fight 
that was one of the five greatest cav- 
alry battles of the last century, and in 
which eleven thousand sabres flashed 
and squadrons charged, until the able 
and daring chief tan of the Southern 
troops, the knightly Stuart, yielded 
the field to the matchless Gregg. 


With this battlefield on the soil of 


our State becoming more and more a 
sacred focus of pilgrimage to all djar 
people, it was deemed fitting that 
names of Pennsylvanians who to! _ 
here should be fixed in bronze as a 
part of this memorial, not merely as 
a deserved tribute to their valor, but 
to serve as an inspiration to each suc- 
cessive generation 
of youth, 
firing 


their patriotism, and assuring them, 
that, should the call to arms ever 
again go forth in this Commonwealth, 


-which may God avert!—Pennsylva- 


nia will not forget her defenders, but 
will accord to their deeds the same 
generous recognition with which to- 
day she honors her soldiers of the past. 
The work of digging from the imper 
feet records of war, and of gathering 
from the failing memories of that 
period the names that should go on 
these tablets, was a vast undertaking, 
and, necessarily, there will be found 
omissions of names and other errors, 
for which we now ask of our comrades 
their indulgence, with a trust that if 
the coming Legislature provides for 
the enlargement of this Memorial, ad- 
ditional tablets will be put up, which 
will rectify, so far as possible, the un- 
intentional wrong that has been done 
to some deserving men. 


On this battlefield, in 1863, it was 


almost Pennsylvania's Day, as it is 
now with us.. A Pennsylvania soldier 
commanded the army, Pennsylvanians 
commanded three of the seven corps 
of infantry, the cavalry corps and a 
cavalry division, whilst others, too nu- 
merous to mention by name, command- 
ed other divisions and brigades; but 
their thirty-four names can be seen 
cut in the stone above us. They are 
now all gone,—all dead but one, who 
is with us here to-day, and graces this 
occasion by his presence. Among these 
were leaders, who, under Napoleon 
would have been given a marshal's 
baton, and who would have been re 
warded, for their ability and their ser- 
vices, with kingdoms or with duke- 
doms. The reward of these, cmr gener- 
als, was the consciousness that they 
were serving their country, and the 
love and admiration we old soldiers 
have for them, after two score years 
and more, as the recollection of their 
great 
leadership 
comes 
into 
our 


thoughts. 


Meade, with his Army of the Poto- 


mac, fought, not the newly organized 
and incongruous army which faced 
Wellington at Waterloo, but 
troops 


from the impulsive South, trained for 
years by hard and long marches and 


ened, and by their bedsides, with great- i 
er fervor, prayed to the Almighty thai 
no harm might come to their loved 
ones in the fray. Then, over the land. 
spread the news of victory, with ring- 
ing of bells and bonfires piled high, to 
be followed soon, in each of twelve 
hundred homes in Pennsylvania, by 
the cruel word that a precious life had 
been yielded to its country, and in 
eac^ of three thousand homes that its 
hero lay wounded on the field where 
he had bravely fought. 


All over our land to the women— 


to^wives, to mothers, to sisters and to 
sweethearts,—the four years of war 
were years of Care and Solicitude, of 
Suspense and Anxiety—and oftimes of 
Poverty, 
of 
Bereavement 
and 
of 


Mourning for their Dead—all borne 
with such fortitude as only women 
can display. As a tribute of Affection 
ltf«trie ixjyalty and Unselfish Devotion 
of these Noble Women, a bronze tab- 
let to their memory has been placed 
upon one of the walls of this memorial 
building. 
It is with especial satisfaction that 


the Commission tenders to you, this 
structure. For the quarter of a cen 
tury vou have served your fellow citi 
zens as member of Select Council, as 
mayor of Philadelphia, as member of 
the P,oard of Directors of City Trusts 
as President of the Union League anc 
as Governor, you have been the friont 
of the soldier, always favoring him anr 
actively helping nim when in your 
power, and the encouragement and ad- 
vice you have given us from time to 
time 'have tended to greatly lighten 
our labors. 
We have also to acknowledge the 


helpful aid we have had from the Get- 
tysburg National Park Commission, of 
which a well-known Pennsylvanian is, 
the chairman and another Pennsylva- 
nia soldier the engineer. At every 
turn of ours, their experience and ex- 
cellent judgment, by suggestions and 
by acts, supplemented the ignorance 
and doubt which necessarily accom- 
pany all bodies which undertake novel 
work, or a business with which they 
are not familiar. 


Now, Sir, by direction of the Gettys- 


burg Battlefield Memorial Commission, 
1 tender you this memorial and oeg 
vour acceptance of it. A good God has 
shown His favor in the building of it, 
for neither at the quarries nor here 
has Injury of any kind come to a 
single man who toiled upon it. It is 
made of everlasting granite of exquis- 
ite texture, and of enduring bronze, 
and was planned and built as well as 
we knew how, and, aloft, the beautiful 
Goddess of Victory and Peace is now 
signaling, from this one-time bloody 
field of battle, Pennsylvania's message 
to the world that war should cease, 
and that peace should henceforth reign

to the cause of justice. More glory 
then to Gettysburg the one and only 
battlefield of this great Commonwealth 
whence success repelled invasion and 
the right prevailed. Gettysburg that 
las made Pennsylvania famous among 
the battle States, and her own sons, 
Meade and Hancock and Reynolds, 
great among the greatest, at a time 
when great men were in instant and 
constant demand. 


Yet, 
after all, with all its wise di- 


rection, all its careful concentrations., 
all the conspicuous gallantry, all the 
meritorious services, all the habitual 
good conduct of its officers, general, 
staff, field, and line, everywhere so 
significantly displayed, the battle ol 
Gettysburg was eminently a soldier's 
fight. It was ,a_ soldier's fight when 
the men of a Pennsylvania regiment 
wearily plodding its way towards ,the 
conclusion of that Sixth Corps length} 
march, rather caught the spirit of the 
blunt, loud mouth inquiry of the pri 
vate soldier addressed to a woman 
swinging on her gate as the column 
passed, "Say, woman, can you tell me 
where the h—1 I'm going," than it did 
the Colonel's more mature proposition 
of "three cheers for old Pennsylvania." 
The one was received with shouts of 
boistrous laughter, the other with a de- 
corum the proprieties seemed the more 
specifically to demand. It was a sol- 
dier's fight when the men of Rickett's 
Battery beat back with rammer and 
sponge staff, the Louisianians who had 
come upon them with such a mighty 
lunge. It was a soldier's fight when 
Bigelow, his eighty horses dead, retir- 
ed with the prolongs out. It was a 
soldier's fight when rank and file so 
manfully sustained the well timed ma- 
neuvers of that first day's field. It 
was a soldier's fight in the Peach Or- 
chard, a soldier's fight when Green 
held fast to his midnight vigil on the 
mountain top against the repeated as- 
saults of his valorous foe. It was a 
soldier's fight when the well of effec- 
tiveness of the First Minnesota with 
its loss of eighty-two percent, was 
more seriously impaired than was ever 
regiment before in any one engage- 
ment. It was a soldier's fight when 
Hampton and the Union soldiers cross- 
ed their sabres. It was man against 
man at the Angle, twixt worthy foe— 
man of a worthy race. 
It was a sol- 


dier's fight when McCandless and Tay- 
lor with the splendid Pennsylvania 
Reserve Division caught the precious 
moment of the battle's climax, closed 
with the enemy on the instant of his 
first discomfiture; Taylor to an heroic 
death and both to an everlasting fame. 
It was a soldier's fight when Meade. 
the generous. Meade the heroic, in gra-

I am glad that so many old 


who 'fought here are able to be pres- 
ent, although the number is small 
compared with the number of those 
with whom they stood iu the ranksf 
foruuiug a Wall against which the tide 
of Rebellion surged Northward,struck, 
fell ana ebbed to finally disappear at 
Appouiattox. Fifty years ago these 
soldiers were young, strong, vigorous 
uieu, capable ot'eudunuz any amount 
of fatigue, exposure and hardship. 
Today they are old uieu, if not, tuey 
could uot have beeu iu this battle. 
Jut their hearts have uot changed. 
They are the same ardent patriots 
bey were in days gone by. 


It was a great privilege enjoyed by 


feunsylvania soldiers, that of partici- 
pating in a battle lougbt on the soil of 
.heir own State, and they point with 
pride to the fact that the Army of the 
Potomac was then commanded by a 
Pennsylvania General, George Gor- 
don Meade, an able accomplished sol- 
dier, that two of his ablest and most 
distinguished 
Corps commanders, 


General Hancock and Reynolds, were 
Peunsylvaniana. 
The latter giving 


his life on the field. 


When we turn back in memory and 


visit this field consecrated by the bat- 
tle fought on it, by the blood of the- 
thousands of Union soldiers that was. 
here shed, b? the presence later of that, 
immortal patriot, Asbraham Lincoln, 
who here delivered that famous ad-- 
dress, the sublimest composition in 
our language, our hearts are saddened, 
in contemplating the rich harvest 
Depth here reaped, but we turn from 
^his, and rejoice over the great victory, 
won by our Army. 
Had that Army, 


'been defeated, in ail probability th£? 
National Capitol would have fallen 
into the hands of the enemy, the Con- 
federacy would have been recognized 
by the foreign powers, the Union 
would have beeu dissolved, with con- 
sequences too evil to be described. 


Because these old soldiers served,, 


some, even four years, it must not be 
thought that they are so saturated 
with war spirit that they are not the 
friends of peace. 
They would have 


wars cease and have the civilized na- 
tions in their disputes substitute 
friendly arbitration for destructive 
war. 


A word of the cavalry. At no time 


in the history of the Army of the Po- 
tomac was its cavalry in a higher slate 
of efficiency than in the Gettysburg 
campaign. This battle offered a fine 
opportunity- for the ex_ercise of its 
fighting qualities. It easrerly embrac- 
ed it and did a full share in connection 
with the Infantry and Artillery m 
winning the great victory that crown- 
ed our arms. 


I trust the old soldiers present will 


all reach tlieir homes in safety and 
that their lives, however prolonged, 
may be tilled with comfort and happi- 
ness. When the end of life is reached, 
no matter what failures may.be re- 
membered, they will be happy iu the 
thought, that when the country called 
for their services to fight its battles for 
its life, they answered the call and 
were willing if necessary to die for 
their country.
